on apartment proposal 


by Arlene Surprenant 

Wilmington Housing Authority 
(WHA) members Monday night 
agreed to postpone any-discussion 
‘on material received that afternoon 
from the Investors Management 
Group (IMG) until a special meet- 
M4 r tatively scheduled for June 

th, . 

Members made their decision’ 
after quickly thumbing through the 
lengthy material which *included 
drawings, schematics, and informa- 
tion on a proposal for mixed rental 
apartment units off Ballardvale 
Street, and a copy of IMB's appli- 
cation to EOCD, 

“I'm not going to rush looking at 
this; we should meet with the 
selectmen on this," said Bill Strob, 
leading to a suggestion they invite 
the board of selectmen to the June 
30 meeting. 

"L think it’s kind of ludicrous for 
them to pressure us for any kind of 
decision," stated chairman Kevin 
MacMillan especially, he added, 
since many pages were only 
partially filled out or not filled out 
at all, and some of the statistics 
could be disputed, 

According to those statistics 
multi-family housing units only 
account for three percent of Wil- 
mington’s total housing. Of the 204 
units being proposed, 11 would be 
for the handicapped and 41 for 
families having low to moderate 
income. The purchase price of the 
land is listed at $45,450 an acre 


with the estimated capital cost of 
the project set at $9,600,000. 

The report also states that IMG 
would need the approval of the 
zoning board of appeals and the 
Conservative Commission to go 
ahead with the project. 

Specific factors "which will di- 
rectly encourage or discourage fu- 
ture housing growth" in Wilming- 
ton, according to the report, are 
“restrictive zoning practices" and 
the “attitude of (the) town," 

Dan Gillis told members the fear 
of a lawsuit on the part of some 
town officials is preventing them 
from getting involved and fulfilling 
their responsibility to the town. 

“To me,” he said, "it's a deplor- 
able situation...when our freedom 
of speech is not permitted any 
longer because of the fear of a 
lawsuit." He went on to add, "I 
don't need the selectmen if they 
don't want it. | don't need Town 
Counsel. If they're afraid to fight 
for the people of this town, they 
should step down.” 

Strob agreed. "We're getting no 
help from the town. Why can't they 
back us now?” he asked. 

Executive Director Lillian Buck- 
ley read a letter on residential mo- 
ratoriums from Joseph Flatly, as- 
sistant secretary of EOCD, spelling 
out, in part, the intent of Executive 
Order 215, which causes a town to 
lose "discretionary" state funds. 

"It seems to me, this is as close to 
a threat as you can get,” she told the 
board. 


Neighbors discuss

Approximately 80 residents, most 
from the Arlene Avenue neigh- 
borhood, crammed into the library 
conference room Thursday night to 
discuss the 204 apartment units 
proposed for 22.5 acres off 
Ballardvale Street. Residents listen- 
ed quietly as several town officials 
told them one alternative to having 
apartments "jammed down our 
throats” is "to do the job ourselves” 
and increase the number of low to 
moderate income homes in town, 
"We can prevent a lot of unne- 
cessary heartaches and problems in 
the community if we can solve our 
own problems," said selectmen 
chairman, Rocco DePasquale. 
DePasquale, who said he was just 
there as an individual "to listen and 
observe” because he couldn't 
jeopardize the town's position,

added that "the key” is whether 
homeowners would agree to have 
low to moderate income homes 
near their property. 

Chester Bruce, conservation 
commission chairman, agreed. "I 
think the fear of people is 
everyone's afraid of having it in 
their town," he said. He continued 
that should the town degide to float 
a bond to fund moré moderate 
income homes to bring the number 
up to the state requirement of 10 
percent, Wilmington might not get 
such a dense development and 
would be "better able to control 
who or what goes in it." 

Wilmington Housing Authority

residents should "stick together" 
and bring lower cost housing to 
town, especially for those young 
marrieds who grew up in Wil-

PBC hopes to 
stop vandalism

Permanent Building Committee 
(PBC) members are taking several 
steps to prevent further vandalism 
at Wilmington High School 
Besides looking into a private 
security firm to afford extra pro- 
tection during the summer months, 
members anticipate placing large 
mercury vapor lights in the back of 
the building and installing an alarm 
system as soon as possible, 
according to PBC member Diane 
Allan. She also hopes the town 
manager and chief of police will 
agree to increase police patrols 


around the school and post signs 
listing penalties to discourage the 
vandalism. 

The recent act of vandalism 
before the graduation ceremony 
was the second or third such inci- 
dent. Allan expressed disappoint- 
ment that the perpetrators are only 
getting “a tap on the hand” and are 
"taking the offense so lightly.” 

"I'm getting fed up with it, 1 
really am," she said angrily. 

A successful attempt has been

Two alternative proposals for the 
Charles Place subdivision, both 
essentially the same, were present- 
ed to the Wilmington Planning 
Board Tuesday night by builder 
James DeCarolis and his engineer 
Steve Stapinski, 

DeCarolis’ definitive plan was 
disapproved by members a few 
weeks ago, requiring that he meet 
their conditions and come back 
with a new plan. 

Under the modified plan, the 56 
lot subdivision is reduced in scope 
to 48 lots in one proposal and 49 in 
the other. With five lots restricted, 
said Stapinski, that leaves only 43 
buildable lots in the first alternative 
and 44 in the second. 

According to Stapinski, the road 
measures 2,100 feet from the end 
of the circle to Burlington Avenue, 
something still in excess of the $00 
foot limit imposed by zoning 
bylaws. Both alternatives eliminate 
Royal Court and change it from a 
road crossing wetlands into a drive- 


way servicing two lots, There is 
also a loop into a dead-end street 
which abutters claim is similar to 
the original plan 

Planning board members were 
told 13 acres of wetlands would be 
taken from the back of several 
large lots and: deeded over to the 
town, 

Stapinski assured members they 
would comply with the request for 
an Environmental Impact Report, 
but asked that the IEP firm, which 
originally flagged the wetlands, 
undertake the study. 

Afterwards, some neighbors ex- 
pressed dismay that the plan is 
essentially the same as the original 
and didn't address all of their 
concerns. 

The Conservation Commission 
will get a chance to review the plan 
tonight and suggest any necessary 
changes, Then DeCarolis will bring 
a new definitive plan, first before 
the planning board and then before 
residents at another public hearing. 


Environmental form 
filed for apartments

According to an Environmental 
Notification Form (ENF) filed by 
Green Intemational Affiliates on 

behalf of the Investors Management 
group (IMG), construction of ‘a 

mixed income apartment project 
off Ballardvale Street is slated to 
begin July 1, 1987 and be 
completed by July 1, 1989. The cost 
of the entire project is expected to 
be $16,000,000. 

The 204 unit apartment complex, 
known as Wilmington Arboretum 
Apartments, will be developed by 
IMG once it has fulfilled all 
requirements and received a 
comprehensive permit. 

According to ENF, the project 
will consist of 17 12-unit residen- 
tial buildings three story high, a 
recreation building, swimming 
pool, roadway and sidewalks, and 
316 parking spaces, Also included 
in the plans is the construction of 
Storm drains, water mains, sewer, 
gas, electric, telephone, and cable 
TV lines. Access and egress will be 
off Ballardvale Street, though 
access for some utilities will be by 
an existing right-of-way out to 
Arlene Avenue. 

According to the ENF, in the 
event an Environmental Impact 
Report is required, "the only 
feasible alternative to this project 
would be no-build.” 

Though some abutters to the 
Property claim otherwise, Green 
Intemational Affiliates said there 
are no known fare or endangered 
species of plant or animal life on 
the site. They also point out there 
are 5.5 acres of wetland and 17 
acres of open space and woodlands 
on the 22.5 acre parcel of land. 
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The developers expect 300 

mature trees will have to be 
removed; and disposal will be ta- 
ken care of by public sewerage 
system rather than an on-site septic 
system, 

There will be an immediate 
impact on traffic in the area due to 
the project. According to statistics 
in the ENF, there will be an 
immediate increase of 1350 
vehicles trips to the project site and 
an estimated 920 trips past the site 
daily. There will also be a long 
term impact on vegetation and 
trees, water supply, air pollution, 
noise, solid waste, energy use, and 
aesthetics. 

An on-site inspection is expected 
to be made of the property to 
determine the need for an 
Environmental Impact Report.

Tech enroliment dropping

For the first time, there is no 
waiting list of applicants to the 
Shawsheen Tech next year, 
Guidance Director Bruce Perkins 
revealed at last Tuesday's school 
committee meeting. 

The number of applicants has 
steadily declined in the past six 
years, Perkins told the Town Crier 
Two years ago there were 653 
applicants, last year the figure went 
down to 538 students and this year 
it plummeted still further to 473. In 
the fall, Perkins said, he expects to 
see approximately 370 frosh accep- 
ted. To date, 350 students have 
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applied and been accepted for 
admission, he added. 

Perkins traced the decrease partly 
to the number of professional 
couples who delay having children 
and calls the trend “a reflection of 
what is happening in our society.” 

At the same time, the Tech is 
seeing an increase in the number of 
special education students attending 
the school. According to a report 
from Superintendent-Director 
Benjamin Wolk, it is anticipated 
that the Tech will have 125 special 
needs freshmen starting school in 
September. This is an increase of 
64 such students. _

WHA to lose admin assistant

PBC agrees to ceiling change

In an attempt to cut back on the 
noise level and create a finished 
look, Permanent Building Commit- 
tee (PBC) members recently agreed 
to a design change for the new high 
school cafeteria ceiling. 

Original plans called for a high 
ceiling with exposed beams, said 
PBC member Diane Allan in a 
recent interview. Though a closed 
drop ceiling will "cost a little more

North Reading 


to study

The spirit of cooperation that has 
developed between the three towns 
represented in the Regional Water 
Policy Group, came to the front last 
week sparked by the good news 
received from North Reading and 
Wilmington. It was the group's 
final meeting before the summer 
recess. 

North Reading Planning Board 
member, William J. Murphy, told 
his colleagues that his community 
has hired Attorney Mark Brobow- 
ski to address the problem of an 
aquifer protection program, 

"He has been instructed to work 
with the Town of Reading and the 
Town of Wilmington if they are 
receptive," Murphy said, Accord- 
ing to Murphy, Brobowski will be 
studying the North Reading 
aquifers that flow through the other 
communities. At the same time’ he 
will study ways to protect the 
aquifers of the other communities 
that are in North Reading, if he 
receives information locating them. 

It was determined that quite a bit 
of North Reading's ground water 
comes from other communities, 
with most of it from Wilmington, 

Both Reading and Wilmington 


| expressed an interest in cooperating 


with the North Reading program 
However, some concern was ex- 


\ pressed with the ability of Reading 


to do so in the wake of the charger 
changes that will take place as of 
July 1, It is not known who the 
contact person will be for the town 
after that date.

Murphy advised his colleagues 
that the information will be needed 
in time for the plan to be put on a 
Town Meeting warrant which must 
be submitted by August 10, for an 
October Town Meeting. 

The policy group Chairman, State 
Rep. Geoffrey C. Beckwith, of 
Reading, also announced that he 
would be in touch with Brobowski 
to offer assistance. 

The group also talked about the 
services received over the past year 
from the Metropolitan area Plan- 
ning Council (MAPC). Reading 
Board of. Public Works member 
Robert P. Griffin moved that each 
town donate another five hours 
apiece of its allocated MAPC time 
for the group's use on a regional 
aquifer protection plan. 

When Wilmington Conservation 
Commission Chairman Chester 
Bruce was informed that his com- 
munity was a part of the MAPC, 
and was allocated 75 hours per year 
to be used for planning purposes, 
he told the group he would in- 
vestigate how many hours, above 
the five, Wilmington would be able 
to donate for the group's future 
use. 

Because it was the group's last 
meeting for the summer, Beckwith 
was given the authority to watch 
over how the MAPC hours will be 
applied. 

In accepting the responsibility, 
Beckwith told the members he 
would focus the use of the hours on 
the aquifer protection program un- 
less an emergency situation arose.

Busing decision -- 
33 years ago 


There are indications that the courts may get the arguments 
about school busing, out of town, after the result of the vote in 
town meeting Monday night, in Tewksbury. 

There are attorneys who have told this paper that there is a 
good basis for belief the vote would be sustained. They argue 
that because the state now subsidizes school bus costs the case is 
not that which prevailed for many years in Massachusetts 
communities. 

It brings to mind an incident in the Wilmington town 
meeting about 33 years ago, concerning parochial school 
busing. Parents of children who were attending St. Charles in 
Woburn wanted to have the town pay for the bus being used. 

Philip Buzzell was town counsel. He had been moderator for 
many years until that year. A friend who was to file his( 
nomination papers forgot. The result was that Dave Elfman 
was selected moderator, in a sticker campaign. 

Many of Wilmington's two reli- gious groups were taking 
the issue seriously. Others were distressed, and preferred to sit 
on their hands. The town meting was in Villanova Hall, where 
Father Albert Shea invoked the blessing and then, as he told 
the writer, "picked up my skirts and scuttled off." 

The arguments lasted over half an hour. Many were in a 
shrill voice. Finally someone asked the town counsel for a 
ruling. 

Mr. Buzzell, in a reasoned tone, said he had studied the laws 
on the subject. It was his opinion, he said, that there could not 
even be a vote on the subject, because the town of Wilmington 
was providing, in its schools, the same subjects that St. Charles 
was providing. 

There was a combination of hissing and cheers, depending 
on the feelings of the voters. Mr. Elfman, possibly the only 
Jew in that town meeting, overruled the town counsel. The 
moderator, of course, is supreme in a town meeting and may 
overrule a town counsel or anyone else. 

Elfman ruled that the town meeting could vote on the 
subject, and therg was a vote. The proposal to bus students to 
St. Charles was defeated. 

And everyone walked out friends, 


Options weighed on 
relocation of center

While waiting for funds to come 
through to hire a planner, Wil- 
mington Redevelopment Authority 
(WRA) members spent more time 
at last Thursday's meeting narrow- 
ing down options of where a new 
town.center might go. 

“From what I've seen, it only 
comes down to three options," said 
Vaughn Surprenant after viewing 
the model of the present town 
center. 

One he suggested, was to move 
town center to the left or north side 
of Route 62 by the post office. A 
second option would be to move 
town center to the right or south of 
Route 62 by Church Street 
Hardware. A third option would be 
a combination of both sides, with a 
park and parking lot on the left and 
a horseshoe shaped mall on the 
right. The mall, said Surprenant, 
could house specialty-type stores 
and be centered around a theme 
such as at Pickering Wharf in 
Salem or shops in Lexington and 
Concord. 

“The important thing,” added 
Surprenant, later, “is to make 
something the town would be proud 
of and have buildings which would 
conform in such things as size and 
aesthetics.” 

Members hope to have funds 
from EOCD to hire a planner as 
soon as possible. The planners job 
would include looking at different 
options for the location of town 


center and contacting store owners 
who face dislocation to see who will 
be interested in remaining in town, . 
He would also be called upon to 
compile a list of new businesses in- 
terested in settling in Wilmington, ‘ 
according to Surprenant. 

WRA Chairman Jay Donovan is 
in the process of completing a 
second letter to Robert Tierney, 
commissioner of the Mass. Depa 
ment of Public Works, outlining 
the background of the Route 62 
project, the role of the WRA in that 
project, and issues which need to be 
addressed in order for the proposed 
transportation improvements to be 
acceptable, 

In his letter dated June 14, Don- 
ovan states, "if we are going to 
implement this project, it will be 
necessary to address each issue in a 
comprehensive manner instead of 
the piecemeal approach which has . 
been used in the past.” 

He asks that traffic projections be 
shown for the town as a whole and 
‘not just for the projecyarea, He also 
suggests that the traffic pattern be 
analyzed further so that traffic is 
indeed alleviated and not just * 
redistributed, and that consid- 
eration be given to the installation 
of a traffic light by Diamond 
Crystal Salt, and Sweetheart Pro- 
ducts Group to insure workers’ 
safety, Donovan further stresses 
that special attention be given tothe - 
“aesthetic quality of this project."

“You don't know how I've waited 
for this day." Though the words 
were spoken by Arena Authority 
vice-chairman Jack Cushing, they 
were echoed by others Tuesday 
night as more than 300 parents, 
youngsters, town officials, sports 
personalities, and other invited 
guests attended the long-awaited 
groundbreaking of the Big W 
Skating Center off Main Street 

Two years of frustration, innu- 
endo, and red tape climaxed in a 
festive ceremony highlighted by 
speeches from emcee Curt Gowdy, 
Boston Bruins vice-president John- 
ny "The Chief" Bucyk, and Bruins 
left-wing Charlie Simmer, The 
proceedings began in the Wil- 
mington Hyundai building and 
moved to the construction site as 
the evening wore on, 

Amid blue balloons sporting The 
Big W logo, a model of the new 
arena on the front podium, and 
tables laden with carefully ar- 
ranged trays of food and buckets of 
wine, guests listened as speakers 
praised the new center and the 
Ristuccia family, which generously 
donated the land and the cost of 
construction. 

"It’s been a long uphill climb and 
they got it done because that's the 
kind of guy Ben is," veteran 
sportscaster Curt Gowdy told an 
attentive audience. He pointed out 
that the shell-unit arena will not 
only be used for figure skating, 
youth hockey, and free skating, but 
also for such sports as soccer, 
basketball, and tennis. 

Keith Elias of Honco, the com- 
pany responsible for the entire 
construction project, said the arena 
will be divided into three sections: 
ice, a seating area for 1,100 people, 
and a service area. A general 
entertainment room will be on the 
upper floor while the ice, storage 
and changing rooms, and a pro 
shop will be located below, he 
added. The project is expected to be 
completed by October 31 

"Thanks to the Ristuccia family 
and the tenacity of the Arena 
Authority, this whole thing has 
come to fruition,” said an elated 
Jim Gillis, chairman of the 
non-profit Arena Authority which 
will lease and operate the center. 

Gillis recognized the hard 
working members of this organi- 
zation: past chairman Al Reidy, 
vice-chairman Jack Cushing, Bob- 
by Shelley, Susan Farkas, Dick 
Gunn, Bill Savosik, and "volun- 
teer" accountant Ray Mercuri 
Later he told the Town Crier "I feel 
relieved that a lot of the negative 
problems we've had over the past 
two years are behind us.” 

Savosik, head of Wilmington 
Youth Hockey, told those present 
that “tonight we have an oppor- 
tunity to share in the realization of 
adream” and a chance to build “a 
quality program to help our boys 
compete at any level with pride.” 

In referring to Honco, Canadian 
born Simmer said "the building is 
off to a great start by hiring a 
Canadian to build it." He added that 
having such a facility in town is 


“not only an accomplishment but a 
great asset” and might even 
produce some future Bruins, but 
not until he retires. 

Bucyk obliquely referred to 
suspicion on the part of some 
residents as he pointed out "when 
you try to build something for 
nothing. . .they wonder why.” He 
went on to promise that the Bruins 
Alumni Team will be present for 
the arena’s grand opening cere- 
mony in October. 

Though his father wasn't saying 
much as he obviously enjoyed the 
proceedings, son Daniel Ristuccia 
said he looked forward to the 
center being used by a second 
generation of Ristuccias as well as 
the youth of Wilmington. He 
privately expressed confidence in 
Honco as he swept his hand in the 
direction of the work already 
underway. "They're moving right 
along. You feel very confident 
they're going to give you a nice 
product,” he said with a sense of 


fulfillment.

AG rejects 
Tewksbury 
by-law change 


One of the articles approved at 
the Tewksbury Annual Town 
Meeting in May was recently 
disapproved by the state attorney 
general. 

Five articles dealing with changes 
to the town by-laws were sent to the 
AG's office for approval, three of 
them dealing with zoning changes. 
Only one by-law change was 
disallowed, while the others were 
accepted and are now law. 

Article 34 on the warrant, which 
would have amended the town rules 
to limit all by-law changes to only 
the Annual Town Meeting, was 
disallowed. The proposed 
amendment would have kept any 
by-law changes, town or zoning, 
out of Special Town Meetings. 

Citing the right of petition 
granted by the General Laws, 
chapter 30, section 10 and chapter 
40A, section 5, the attorney 
general's office disapproved the 
by-law change. The rejection was 
signed by state Attomey General 
Francis X, Bellotti. 

Approved by the AG's office 
were Article 14, amending the 
requirements for Public Works 
superintendant; Articles 28 and 29, 
rezoning portions of the town from 
Heavy Industry to General 
Residence and Farm; and Article 
30, establishing a new zoning 
district known Residential 
Conservation (CR), amended to be 
called Two-Acre Residential (R2). 

The new zoning district 
established by Article 30 would 
preserve existing open lands by 
providing for a minimum building 
requirement per unit of two acres 
on lots zoned as Residential 
Conservation (CR). The Planning 
Board moved to indefinitely 
postpone the article, but it was 
adopted as amended on a standing 
count of 396 to four.

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Lawyer sentenced 


A Tewksbury attorney was 
sentenced to the House of 
Correction for stealing more than 
$130,000 from his clients for 
almost three years. Middlesex 
County District Attorney Scott 
Harshbarger said "these were not 
cases of negligence or 
incompetence but of deliberate 
manipulation of the trust placed in 
him to steal from those he had a 
duty to serve.” 

Raymond J. Paczkowski, 51, 
formerly of 60 Pinnacle Street., 
Tewksbury was sentenced to 
two-and-one-half years in the 
House of Correction by Middlesex 
Superior Court Justice John Irwin 
and ordered to pay restitution to his 
victims. The defendant pleaded 
guilty on May 21 w eight counts of 
larceny of more than $100, 18 
counts of forgery, 18 counts of 
uttering a false or forged 
document, one count of fiduciary 
embezzlement and three counts of 
insurance fraud, 

Assistant District Attorney Cathy 
Brooks, of District attorney 
Harshbarger's Public Protection 
Bureau, explained that Paczkowski 


misappropriated funds from his 
client trust account over a period of 
time from 1980 to 1984 and that 
between September 1981 and 
March of 1984, the defendant took 
$130,519.51 in client funds from 
eight individual clients. Brooks said 
that the defendant's victims 
included two elderly clients, a 
young man who was disabled 
because of a gunshot would to the 
head and a man who could not read 
or write. 

District Attorney Harshbarger 
said that incarceration in such 
“white collar” crimes is essential. 
"The defendant's crimes were 
substantially more serious than 
simple larcenies from strangers 
because of the rust placed in him, 
and his deliberate abuse of that 
trust,” said Harshbarger. "It must 
be made clear that lawyers are not 
above the law and will be punished 


when they commit crimes, but also- 


that the violation of that trust, the 
abuse of the lawyer-client 
relationship, aggravates the nature 
of the crime and warrants serious 
Dunishment.”

Fish are not always as harmless as 
you might think. While we don't 
have piranha in local fresh water, 
we have something awfully close. 

They're called pickerel. 

As one little-known sage once 
observed, if pickerel had legs we'd 
all be in trouble. These sleek, 
razor-mouthed brutes are the bad 
boys of fresh water, yielding only 
to their bigger cousins -- the pike 
and the muskie. 

At the end of a fishing line, 
however, pickerel, are nothing 
short of spectacular. Some of my 
favorite fishing memories center 
around pickerel, for they are fun to 
catch and fight like dervishes. 

The only drawback is that they 
aren't much fun to eat. The flesh of 
the pike family is sweet and 
delicate, but full of tiny bones. 
Even the filet knife can't get them 
out, more's the pity. If any of you 
have a good recipie, I'd like to see 
it, and perhaps print it. 

Take note -- the Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife has upped 
the pickerel size limit from last 
year. Chainsides now have to be 15 
inches long to keep, up an inch 
from last year. 

Pickerel are fairly easy to catch, 
mostly because of their murderous 
attitude. Anything that moves is 
fair game, especially if it looks like 
a frog or minnow. But it has to 
move -- pickerel only eat what they 
can chase down, Worms don't do 
much for pickerel. 


My personal favorite pickerei 
catcher is a floating balsa minnow, 
twitched along the surface so it 
looks wounded and defenseless. 
Deeper running lures work just as 
well, but there's something about 
an explosive pickerel strike on the 
surface that just sets my heart 
afluuer, They never hit lightly, 

Another quirk of the specigs is 
that pickerel disappe: ght. 
I've never heard of one caught 
between dusk and dawn. But when 
the sun shines on the weeds, look 
out little fishies! 

My absolute favorite pickerel 
hole is Lower Massapoag in 
Dunstable. I'll tell you about that 
place some day soon. A 

One local pond that holds some 
bruiser pickerel is Ames Pond in 
Tewksbury.

I was fascinated by the teeth on one 
brute, which looked dead enough, 
so I reached in to probe the fangs 
with my thumb. The pickerel, 
however, had enough life left for 
‘one more flex of its jaws, leaving a 
row of bloody punctures, and a 
wiser author, behind.

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Gillis critical of 
HUD suggestions

The Joint Venture for Affordable 
Housing program, under the 
auspices of the US Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) received low marks last 
week from Wilmington Housing 
Authority (WHA) member Dan 
Gillis. Gillis represented the WHA 
at a housing conference on the 
program at the Westford Regency 
June 3 to see if it could help 
Wilmington meet the shortage of 
low cost homes . 

"All those guys are on a 
roadshow. All they told us is let's 
do away with planning,” a 
disappointed Gillis told the Town 
Crier. 

Gillis stated he was “really shook 
up" by some of the money saving 
suggestions proposed by HUD 
representatives. Some of those 
suggestions, he went on, included 
the use of glue instead of nails over 
doorways; making windows too 
Narrow to get out in case of fire; 
doing away with curbs, sidewalks, 
and drainage; and using wood 
foundations, 

Conference attendees were told 
there are too many local 
regulations and planning laws are 
too confining, said Gillis. They 
were also told HUD doesn't have 
any money to "give away.” 

"They didn't say a word about 
reducing profits," Gillis contended. 
In order to save money, Gillis 
suggested the government do away 
with the point system when buying

Local statutes and by-laws, 
whether in Lynnfield, Reading, 
Wilmington ‘or Woburn, are 
newer and humblér cousins to 
such venerable devices as 
Magna Charta, English 
common law and the US. 
Constitution, 

But, just like their grander 
relations, area town and city 
laws are designed to protect the 
interests of the small from the 
mighty, the individual from the 
group, man from the animals 
and — in certain instances 
vice versa. 

A reading of local by-laws is 
not necessarily the dry business 
it may seem to the layman, 
reserved solely for creaky 
clerks out of Dickens and the 
stolid or scampy pin-striped 
American versions of solicitors, 
barristers;and snoozers at the 
Queeri’s Bench. 

A by-law of the town of 
Reading, in fact, would 
effectively snatch the ermine. 
from the shoulders of the 
bewigged. 

Research into local statutes 
can be, on the contrary — like

Americans are reportedly 
viewed by other nations as 
highly “litigious” — a good,

We are, moreover, according to 
a recent study, 50 times more 
likely to sue than the Japanese. 

Whether or not local statutes 
reflect this aj it_national 
tendency would be difficult to 
measure. Laws are, after all, 
chiefly written by lawyers. Yet 
many area by-laws have a 
homespun, even awkward 
pment in their phrasing which 

endear them to the 
citizen with enough sense of 
humor to sit down and read the 
local acts that govern us all. 

They may also provide the 
key to help unlock the mystery 
of how local affairs are 
sometimes run. 

And that just might be the 
talisman to power — if that’s 
what turns you on. 

In any case, here is a

the 
demise of the canal in 1853. 

In 1792, a canal was dug in 
Chelmsford (now. part of 
Lowell) to go around the 
Pawtucket Falls and the 

Merrimac River rapids, then 
into Newburyport, because in 
those days Newburyport was a 
busier port than Boston. Being 
Successful in 1793, another 
group decided to dig a canal 
from Chelmsford to Boston and 
this was completed in 1803. 

‘The Middlesex canal was the 
first transportation canal in the 
country. It was 27% miles long 
and wove its way from 
Chelmsford through seven 
towns to the south. Its source of 
water was the Concord River. 
Being 107 feet above sea level at 
this point, the water flowed 
southward for 22 miles and on 
the other side towards the 
Merrimac it was 25 feet above 
sea level and the water flowed 
northeastward for five and a 
quarter miles. The canal was 30 
feet wide at the top and 20 feet 
wide at the bottom and three 
and a half feet deep to allow for 
flat bottom boats. The banks 
were 10 feet wide on the towing 
side. The canal had nine levels 
of water. The shortest level was 
600 feet and the longest was six 
and a half miles. To handle 
these nine levels were 20 locks. 
Today one cannot be found. It 
also had eight aquaducts and 50 
bridges, mostly of the 
accommodation variety. To 
show the importance of the 
canal, Prof. Kopycinski told 
how one horse could draw 25 
tons versus one ton on the 
roadway. A yoke of oxen could 
pull 100 tons where it would take 
80 teams of horses to do the 
same work. Most of the digging 
was done by townspeople who 
lived near the canal using picks 
and shovels, 

‘The canal was very 
during the warm . Iee 
and snow prevented its use 
during the winter. This was part 
of its downfall, the other reason 
being the railroad. The railroad 
‘started in 1835, and the canal 
slowly ebbed towards its demise

When the canal ceased 
eae to in 1853, all

Papers were found sowie 
John Hancock was zmong De 
original subscribers, John 
Tucker and Thomas Brattle 
were purchasers of canal 
shares. One slide shown showed 
one share of stock'signed by two 
presidents of the United States, 
John Adams and John Quincy 
Adams, Shares in those days 
were worth $2 per share. The 
box also contained letters of 
introduction of Looami Baldwin 
to Robert Morris, a good friend 
of George Washington; letters 
to William Weston, a British 
engineer who helped design the 
canal. One slide showed a bill 
from Weston for some services 
rendered in the amount of 
$2107.90, others were invoices 
from a ship's captain for cargo 
delivered to the West Indies and 
returning with supplies for use 
on the canal. 

One of the most interesting 
parts of the program was the 
showing of slides that showed 
what the canal looks like now in 
Billerica, Wilmington and 
Woburn; some of it dry canal 
bed, parking lots, housing 
developments, hotels, cinemas,

“No person shall ... drive or 
lead any horse or neat cattle” 
upon any sidewalk of the town. 
And no horse, ridden, or 
attached to a carriage of any 
description, “of burden or 
pleasure,” shall proceed faster 
than eight miles an hour. 

Lynnfield’s laws say nothing 
of hamsters and guinea pigs — 
but add chinchilla to the list of 
regulated animals. In no place 
does the word ‘“‘hennery”’ 
appear in Lynnfield's set of 
statutes, but extensive concern 
is expressed, in an exhaustive 
16 piece section that governs the 
running of piggeries. 

From regulation of the sties, 
Lynnfield’s code proceeds 
directly to a list of offensive 
trades, occupations and 
practices which the board of 
health may prohibit. Among 
them: slaughtering animals or 
rending animal matter, 
smoking or dehydrating fish or 
meat, making egg dressing 
varnish or employments 
being either nuisances or 
hurtful to the town, attended by 
noisome odors or otherwise 
injurious or dangerous to the 
public health.” 

It may be Lynnfield’s 
carefully crafted watchdog 
laws and statutes which keep 
that community so pristine.

Basal cell carcinomas usually 
appear as slowly growing, rais- 
ed nodules that may crust and 
sometimes bleed. These occur 
most often on the head, neck, 
hands and trunk. 

Squamous cell carcinomas, 
the second most common form 
of skin cancer, are usually rais- 
ed, red or pink nodules or warty 
growths that ulcerate in the 
center. These cells can spread to 
other parts of the body if not 
detected early. Squamous cell 
carcinomas affect more than 
80,000 persons each year. 

Melanoma is responsible for 
more than 75% of all skin cancer 
deaths. These begin as a brown- 
ish, flat blemish or develop from 
a pre-existing mole and have ir- 
regular borders. Although rela- 
tively rare, the incidence of ma- 
lignant melanoma is increasing 
at a faster rate than any other 
form of cancer, except lung 

cancer in women. 

i =When the sun’s rays hit your 
body, the skin tries to defend 
itself with the darkening of the 
pigment, melanin, under the 
skin’s surface.
